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TRUMAN PLEDGES BRITAIN AID 


Maj. Gen. Vaughan 
Must Face Senate 
Probers Tuesday 


Presidential Aide 
Due To Receive 
Thorough Grilling: 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29—(/P>— 
Senator Mundt (R-SD) said today 
he wants to question Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan closely about 
whether he has "a blank check of 
authority" at the White House. 


"Sometimes", 
said 
Mundt, 'It 
would seem that he does. But I 
have a pretty good Idea that Pres- 
ident Truman knew nothing about 
a lot of Vaughan's activities we 
have been hearing about at the 
five percenter investigation." 


The climax of the Inquiry will 
come tomorrow when Vaughan, who 
Is Mr. Truman's Army aide, 
Is 
scheduled to take 
the 
witness 
stand. Vaughan has promised a 
full statement regarding all 
the 
Incidents with which his name has 
been connected. 


His name has figured in the In- 
vestigation of influence peddling 
from the start of the public hear- 
ings three weeks ago. 


During that time Vaughan has 
spoken out only once—to acknow- 
ledge that an official and an agent 
of a Chicago perfume firm present- 
ed home freezers to him and other 
prominent Washlngtonians In 1945. 
Vaughan said there was nothing 
improper about that. 


Mundt, a member of the special 
subcommittee conducting the In- 
vestigation, told a reporter he par- 
ticularly wants to ask Vaughan 
about his use of Mr. 
Truman's 
name to pave the way for a 1945 
military plane trip to Europe for 
John Maragon. 


Maragon Is another central fig- 
ure In the senate Inquiry. At the 
time of the plane trip he was 
working for the Albert Verley Co., 
the perfume firm which footed the 
bill for the home freezers. 


Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
(R-Me), also a committee mem- 
ber, said the 
big question she 
wants answered is whether Vaugh- 
an "did all these things to be a gooc 
fellow or for some other reason."

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Slackening Rate 
Of Polio Shown

The nation's 1949'' polio cases 


numbered more than 19,500 today 
wt the rate of new infections ap- 
peared to be slackening. 
Approximately 3,900 new cases 


from August 18 to 27 reflected 
more than a 20 percent reduction 
from the previous nine-day purlod 
when 6,000 were reported. How- 
over, this was still well above the 
3,000 cases reported during tha 
first nine-day period of August. 


Tho latest Associated Press sur- 


vey showed actual declines In new 
f/ases reported during the 'past 
week In six states—Alabama, Ark- 
ansas, Illinois. Kansas, Maine and 
North Dakota. Illinois, wltn 1,502 
cases and 111 deaths this year la 
the third state in numerical inci- 
dence. 
Arkansas, too has been 


hard hit, with 707 cases and 35 
deaths. 
Farther 
encouragement 
came 


from health officials of nine oth- 
er states—Including the two with 
heaviest 1049 case 
totals—that 


there were Indications of leveling 
off in new reports of the disease. 
These states were Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan, Nevada, New 
York, Oklahoma.

cline. 
The state health depart- 


ment said New York's peak is ex- 
pected In September.

Specifically disavowing criticism 


within this country of Britain's 
Socallst government, tho president 
said the United States does not 
propose to Interfere In another 
country's "Internal politics." 


And he outlined generally 
a 
program for combatting Commun- 
ism, roitorinir the world trade 
balance and bringing prosperity to 
Europe In the face of Soviet Rus- 
nla'g hostility to demonstrate ef- 
forts to generate recovery. 


Mr. Truman ppoke to a crowd 


In Convention Hall estimated by 
Legion officials at M.OOO.

The reorganization which 


now can be done consists of 
reasserting a few 
govern- 


ment functions with respect 
to departments or offices un- 
der which they fall, This 
may seem minor, but as a 
matter of fact much could 
be accomplished by a thor- 
oughgoing sifting of func- 
tions in that manner. Much 
of the senseless duplication 
would show up and be elim- 
inated in such a sifting. Both 
better service and less ex- 
pensive operation might be 
achieved by careful group- 
ing of government activities 
for logic and efficiency. The 
government reforms which 
are to be made this year, 
Small though they may be, 
move in1 that direction. 


So at least a bit of offficial 


assistance is given 
toward 


keeping the idea of govern- 
ment reform alive. Spread- 
ing rapidly over the nation 


over a period of ten 
and more, from old 
and storage rooms in an 
Irish castle and a Scottish 
one. The collection has now 
been given to Yale Univer- 
sity by the purchaser, Col. H. 
Isham of New York City. It 
includes 2,200 letters to Bos- 
well, 600 letters by him, and 
a notebook with entries cov- 
ering 50 years.

STRIKERS AND THE LAW 


Harry Bridges, who has 


been a storm center of West 
Coast shipping for many 
years, has introduced into 
the Hawaii dock strike an 
issue which at first glance 
seems entirely aside from the 
original issues of the labor 
dispute. And yet the new 
issue—whether labor lead- 
ers are subject to the law— 
was brought in so deliberate- 
ly it seems naive to call it co- 
incidence. 


The government of Ha- 


waii seized the struck docks 
and obtainned a court in- 
junction against 
picketing, 


so that it could attempt to 
get commerce moving again 
with its, own stevedores. 
Bridges, head of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen's and 
Warehousemen's 
U n i o n , 


went to the docks and delib- 
erately violated the injunc- 
tion. He then informed au- 
thorities that if he were 
prosecuted for contempt of 
court the negotiations in the 
strike would be suspended 
until the case be settled and 
he be freed. The law and the 
courts, he seems to say, are 
for lesser people. 
What should 
authorities 


do under such clrcumstan' 
ces? Should they bow to the 
situation and overlook the 
deliberate flouting of the 
law? Or should they flingr 
the-wllful violator in jail and 
let t h e negotiations go 
hang? 
Neither course ap- 


pears ideal. The situation in 
Hawaii lends new force to 
the proposition that all labor 
disputes should be brought 
within the jurisdiction of the 


Will Henry Wallace run

The party organiza- 
tion is inactive in some 
places. Certainly with a can- 
didate less well known than 
Wallace, its showing pre- 
sumably would be unimpres- 
sive. 


In some ways Wallace 


would be an interesting and 
stimulating 
senator.

would have a platform from 
which to expound his views, 
some of which deserve think- 
ing over, and he would have 
to listen to criticism. 
But 


old political hands will think 
the chances are that New 
York's next senator, wheth- 
er Democrat or Republican, 
will be more orthodox than 
Wallace.

Heavy DDT Dusting Found Useful In 
Killing Rats, Investigators Report 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 


Government scientists have dis- 
covered that rats can be killed by 
heavy dustings of insecticide DDt. 
This Information has two Im- 


portant implications: 


First, it emphasizes the need for 


uslnir DDT carefully In the pro- 
duction of foods for human con- 
sumption. If rats can be killed, 
the huma body also may be dam- 
aged by constant exposure to DDT. 


Second, It means that DDT can 
be used as another weapon to ex- 
terminate 
disease-harboring 
At 
colonies In cities. 


The rat experiments were made 


by U. S. Public Health service and 
the Georgia Department of Public 
Health. 


The scientists placed 119 rats 
in a rat-proof concrete building. 
They placed DDT in patches and 
bands upon the floor, In such a 
way the rats had to go through 
it to reach food and water. 


About one-third of the rats died 


within seven weeks and the scien- 
tists said the deaths "apparently" 
were from DDT. Careful examin- 
ation of the bodies of the dead 
rats confirmed the cause of death 
a4 poisoning. 


Medical experts 
have 
known 
that rats could be killed by feed- 
ing them DDT. But In the Georgia 
experiment the DDT dust wasn't 


tea airectiy to the rats. The re- 
port said the rats dragged food 
through it, however, and they ac- 
cidentally scattered some of the 
dust In their drinking water. 


DDT 
is used 
in 
rat-infested 


places to kill parasites—lice and 
othe? vermin—that live on rats. 
These parasites carry such dis- 
eases as bubonic plague and ty- 
phus. 


The health service report said 
not Ho. many rats would be kiled 
by DDT when Infested places are 
'dusted as were killed in the con- 
trolled experiment. 
This Is 
be- 


cause the rats seemed to avoid 
the dust if possible, but in the 
controlled experiment they could 
not avoid it in reaching food and 
water. 


A study was made of one In- 


fested area that was dusted and 
the bodies of 26 rats were found 
Autopsies 
showed 
their 
organs 


contained DDT 
and 
apparently 


this was the cause of death. 


Months ago the department of 
agriculture took 
precautions 
to 


prevent the appearance of DDT 
in food for human consumption. 
It has warned dairymen not to 


use the insecticide on dairy cows 
or in dairy barns. It also has 
cautioned against using the inssct- 
icide on crops that may be eaten 
by dairy cows or by cattle Intend- 
ed for slaughter.

County's Need Of 
Cotton Pickers 
Is Still Acute 


According to a bulletin Issued by 
tho labor control department of the 
Texas Employment commission at 
Fort Worth, the cotton picking sit- 
uation in Navarro county still Is 
acute. 


It was announced today that Na- 
varro county cotton growers have 
increased the 
per-hundred-pound 
picking, weighing and hauling rate 
from $2.35 to $2.50. This includes 
$2 for picking and 60 cents 
for 
weighing and hauling. 
The TEC 
estimates 
Navarro 
county will harvest a 60,000 bale 
crop. Using these figures, W. B. 
Reedy, local TEC director, esti- 
mates the laborers will earn appro- 
ximately $1,000,000 In the county 
by the time the cotton is harvest- 
ed. 


Tho TEC bulletin states that 1,- 
020 pickers are needed in 
the 
county. The cotton crop condition 
Is,listed as good and about 45 per 
cent open. Only five per cent of 
the crop has been harvested, the 
bulletin states. 


The bulletin, issued Friday, says 
2,500 bales already have been gin- 
ned in Navarro county and that 
the gins are operating as needed. 
Only one crew of migrant workers 
is listed as working In the county. 
The average size of crews working, 
according to the report, is 23. 
The report states there are. 1,020 
unfilled openings , In the county, 
and 36 unfilled orders. The local 
office has handled 246 referrals in 
connection with the county's cotton 
crop.
